DAFFODILS  FOR  NATURALIZING 

There  is  no  more  enchanting  picture  in  spring  than  a  natural 
planting  of  Daffodils,  so  arranged  in  groups  that  the  in¬ 
dividuality  of  each  species  may  be  maintained.  An  irregular 
massing  should  be  made  where  the  grouping  is  dense  in  the 
center  with  a  thinning  out  toward  the  edges  like  a  summer 
cloud. 

We  have  made  most  satisfactory  arrangements  with  an 
extensive  grower  of  Narcissus  in  the  northwestern  area  of  the 
State  of  Washington,  a  section  renowned  for  growing  sturdy 
Daffodils,  to  supply  us  with  a  quantity  of  bulbs  of  certain 
varieties  that  are  most  adaptable  for  naturalizing  purposes. 

Practically  any  soil  has  been  found  suitable  but  when 
planted  under  trees  and  in  woodlands,  the  leaves  of  the  trees 
should  not  be  removed,  as  taking  away  this  natural  food  will 
not  only  injure  your  trees  but  also  will  prevent  the  Daffodils 
from  producing  as  they  should.
